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Henry  Pitney  Van  Dusen,  one  of  tlie  Westei  n 
\VorlcI's  distinguished  theologians,  a  leader  in  the  ior- 
niation  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches,  and  Pres- 
ident Emeritus  of  Union  Theological  Seminary  (New 
York  City),  who  this  week  completed  one  of  the  longest 
terms  of  Ti-ustee  service  in  the  modem-day  history  of 
Princeton  University  —  34  successive  years  as  a  Chaner 
Trustee.  This  eminent  Princetonjan,  a  full-time  res- 
ident of  the  community  for  the  past  Hve  years,  was 
cited  over  the  weekend  by  his  fellow  Trustees  as  he 
attained  ihe  rank  of  Trustee  Emeritus  for  life,  the 
designation  reserved  for  Tn,istees  reaching  the  age  of 
70. 

Among  the  first  Protestant  spokesmen  to  insist  that 
Protestantism  must  play  a  trail-blazing  role  in  helping 
solve  the  problems  of  America's  deeply  troubled  cities. 
Van  Dusen  over  his  career  in  a  dozen  different  areas 
has  merited  die  description  penned  by  his  Princeton 
associates:  "Always  dedicated,  always  forchright,  always 
perceptive."  Even  after  liis  retirement  in  1963  from 
the  presidency  of  Union  Theological,  probably  the 
most  influential  school  of  theology  in  lihe  United  States, 
\'an  Dusen  continued  to  travel  widely  in  .\frica  and 
hd^t  Asia  and  to  turn  out  "some  of  the  clearest  and 
most  muscular  Christian  writing  of  his  time." 

Following  graduation  from  Princeton  as  a  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  member  of  the  Class  of  1919,  Van  Dusen  was 
uncertain  as  to  What  the  future  held.  He  spent  two 
years  here  as  Secretary  of  what  is  now  the  Student 
Christian  .\ssociation  and  turned  for  advice  to  the 
gi'eatest  Presbyterian  preacher  and  pastor  of  his  time, 
Henry  Sloane' Coffin.  Coffin  advised  him  to  do  what 
he  himself  had  done:  "study  for  a  year  at  Edinburgh, 
then  return  for  the  balance  of  his  training  at  Union." 
Van  Dusen  agreed,  and  thereupon  began  walking  in 
Dr.   Coffin's   footsteps,   joining   the  Union  Seminary 
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faculty  in  19-6,  and  two  decades  later  succeeding  Dr. 
Coffin  as  president. 

During  'the  most  frenetic  yeai-s,  when  he  was  Mould- 
ering heavT  responsibilities  in  shaping  tlie  Assemblies 
of  the  World  Council  of  Churdics  in  Amsterdam 
(1948).  Evanston.  III.  (195-1)  and  New  Delhi  (1961^ 
the  Philadelphia-born  Van  Dusen  was  concerned  with 
ihe  development  of  a  score  or  more  organizations  rang- 
ing fix>m  major  foundations  to  small  >ccondai-y  scliools. 
At  one  point  a  jxirtial  listing  of  his  commitments 
sliowed  that  he  u-as  serving  as  a  trustee  of  19  impor- 
tant undertakings,  including  The  Rockefeller  Foun- 
dation. The  General  Education  Board,  i\'omen'$  col- 
leges, a  Russian  Ortliodox  theological  scminan',  the 
United  Board  tor  Chi-istian  Higher  Education  in  Asia 
and  Atlanta's  Interdenominational  Theological  Center. 

At  tliis  juncLuie  in  Chr'istian  IvistoiT  —  iWth  Roman 
Catholicism,  Eastern  Orthodoxy  and  Protestantism  ex- 
tending hands  of  friend^ip  and  understanding  to  one 
another  —  Van  Dusen  has  stressed  tliat  "Christaanity 
has  become  potentially  a  universal  faith,  a  faith  which 
is  far  more  nearly  universal  than  mankind's  other 
most  powerful  contemporary  faith  —  communism,"  His 
concept  of  Christianity  as  a  truly  global  movement  has 
been  thoughtfully  etched  in  many  of  his  writings  and 
expounded  in  pulpits  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  And, 
soraehoiv  or  other,  he  has  managed  to  make  time  for 
^\Titing  15  books  and  for  editing  another  eigiht  major 
publications. 

For  his  achievements  as  a  "Theologian  for  Unity;" 
for  combining  wisdom  and  eloquence  in  his  impressive 
record  of  sci-vice  to  Iiis  fellow  men;  for  his  "splendid 
toiuributions"  to  the  many  institutions,  foimdadons 
and  other  ventures  which  have  sought,  and  then  bene- 
fited frcnn,  his  assistance;  he  is  our  nominee  as

The  Princeton  Pastors'  As- 
ociation  asked  the  board  to 
lame  Community  Park  School 
he  "Martin  Luther  King  Jr. 
School".  The  board  is  consid- 

•ing  that  request  and  also  the 
possibility  of  naming  the  whole 
Middle  School  (Community 
Park  plus  Valley  Road)  for 
Dr.  King. 

In  a  letter  to  the  board  this 
week,  the  Rev.  Kenneth  Dan 
nenhauer,  president  of  the  Pas- 
tors' Association,  repeats  the 
Association's  request  in  the 
light  of  Senator  Kennedy's 
death,  and  expresses  the  pas- 
tors' belief  that  naming  Com 
munity  Park  School  for  Dr. 
King  would  be  "a  highly  visi- 
ble symbol  in  this  communiry 
of  the  non-violent  style  of  liXe. 
.  .  .  We  believe  that  all  our 
childi-en  and  our  total  popula- 
tion will  benefit  from  this  con- 
stant reminder  at  a  major 
traffic  intersection,  in  this 
community  commited  to  high 
humanitarian  ideals."

4,000  VIEW  KENNEDY  TRAIN  AT  JUNaiON 

A  crowd  of  about  4,000  people,  who  looked  as  if  they 
might  have  been  wtaking  for  a  campaign  train,  instead 
of  a  funerad  train,  lined  both  sides  of  the  tracks  at  Prince- 
ton Junction  Saturday  afternoon  to  catch  a  glimpse  of 
the  flag-draped  caakM.  of  Senator  Robert  F.  Kennedy-. 

Many  came  dressed  In  gay  summer  clothing,  armed 
with  transistor  radios.  atiU  and  movie  cameras.  Others 
wore  black;  with  members  of  the  Princeton  Kennedy  oi- 
ganization  attired  in  dark  suits  and  ties. 

Sandwiches,  soda  pop  and  collapsible  deck  chairs  were 
in  evidence;  so  were  a  few  Kennedy  pictures  —  one 
large  one  trimmed  in  black.  A  single  red  rose  was  held 
l>y  nn  elderly  woman  and  a  bouquet  of  flowers  was  cra- 
ried  by  a  small  child. 

The  first  to  arrive  came  around  11:30,  and  by  1.30  the 
crowd  stretciied  from  tiie  far  southern  end  of  the  plat 
form  down  along  the  tracks  under  the  overpass  of  the 
Princetonlllghtstown  Road.

'rinceton    Township    and    the 
jrth  Lawrence  Citizens  Asso- 


suit  challenging  the  amend 
ment  allowing  Squibb  to  move 
into  Lawrence  was  decided  in 
favor  of  the  company  by  Su- 
perior Court  Judge  George  H. 
Barlow.  Only  one  more  section 
of  the  suit  remains. 

In  October,  Judge  Ba^lo^v  di- 
'ided  the  suit  into  three  phas- 
es: conflict  of  interest,  proced- 
ural questions  and  validity  of 
the  amendment.  Tackling  the 
first  phase  in  January,  he 
ruled  against  tfhe  plaintiflfs.  ar- 
guments that  conflict  of  inter- 
est inv^olvin^g  two  Lawrence 
committeemen  had  prejudiced 
their  votes  on  the  amendment, 

Last  Friday,  he  threw-  out 
the  contention  that  township 
officials  had  followed  impropi 
procedure  prior  to  adopting  tl 
amendment.  He  did  agree  that 
the  state's  right-to-know  law, 
which  permits  the  public  to  at- 
tend any  meeting  of  a  piUilic 


body  at  whkfa  offlcial  action  Is 
taken,  may  bave  been  vio- 
lated. 

The  plaintiffs  charged  that 
the  statute  was  violated  at 
four  planning  board  meetings 
last  summer,  thus  voiding  any 
action  taken  at  those  sessions. 
However.  Judge  Barlow  ruled 
that  this  did  not  overturn  the 
ordinance,  since  the  legislation 
later  sent  back  to  the 
board  by  the  township  commit- 
tee and  was  "exjwsed  to  pub- 
lic scrutiny  and  debate." 

Arguments  by  the  plaintiffs 
that  the  zoning  board  and  not 
the  planning  board  had  Juris- 
diction to  hear  or  issue  special 
exemptions  and  that  portions 
of  the  amendment  are  "vague, 
ajnbigious    and    inconsistent" 

ere  also  overruled. 

Now,  the  validity  of  the 
amendment,  itself,  which  per- 
mits profit-making  concerns  to 
build  in  the  TowTiship's  Rural 
A  district,  after  obtaining  a 
special  exemption  perjnit,  will 
be  tested.  Hearings  on  this  fin- 
al phase  are  expected  to  begin 
in  the  near  future.

It  bore  the  legend 
"That  Wars  May  Cease."  but 
no  portrait  at  all. 

4.  After  the  woman  tore  it 
down,  further  signs  were  not 
brought.  The  boys  took  to  tlie 
monument  one  other  sign  bear- 
ing the  same  legend, 

5.  It  was  not  leaned  against 
the  wreath  but  against  the 
monument  to  one  side  and  in 
back  of  the  wreath. 

6.  In  an  eUtercation  between 
the  woman  and  the  boys  about 
the  second  sign,  it  dropped  to 
the  ground.  The  woman 
stepped  on  it.  Another  woman 
(my  wife)  then  came  forward 
and  asked  the  first  woman  if 
she  would  please  get  off  the 
sign.  There  was  no  heated  or- 
gument  -  or  any  argument. 
The  second  woman  persisted 
only  in  repeated,  firm  requests 
and  an  attempt  to  explain  why 
she  thought  the  sign  was  an 
appropriate  display.
